AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time the World,*' copyrighted in 1961, 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American . 

Nazi Party ©f the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leaders," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied fox* the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this request 
was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This 
action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
party is presently chartex-ed in the State of Virginia as the Geox-ge 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP-WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international "National Socialist" 
movement based on the German Nazi Pax*ty headed by Adolf Hitler. He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and 
Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant 
political party in the United States and in foreign countries . 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in about 
September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American Nationalists 
(FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it has never been a 
separate organization. He said the FAN name is merely used on occasion 
instead of the ANP name and there are no separate officials for FAN, 
the FAN officials being identical with the ANP officials. He stated 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the-J?AN name was origin- - 
nally used as a device to attract supporters to his organization who 
might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled as a Nazi. 


He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN name through- 
out the country with the exception of a group operating under the FAN 
name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said the FAN group in Baltimore is 
now, and always has been, a separate organization and not a part of 
the ANP.

They are both members of the 
Right Wing although they belon g to different parties of the 
Right Wing. | | MAX NELSON, has not been taking 

a personally active part in any segment of the Right Wing 
for the past several months time, devoting most of his time 
to the operation of his business. However, he does do a 
considerable amount of letter writing to various persons in 
different branches of the Government, as well as to various 
well known private individuals. 


They arrived at the University at about 8s 15 p.m. 
and leaving the car in a campus parking lot, they walked to the 
building where the Commander was giving his speech,, 

They learned later that this building was located 
in the Womens Section and that it was the Women's Auditorium 
where the talk was being given. 

On the ground floor of the building were a large 
number of students that were present either out of curiosity 
or because they were unable to get seats. It was mentioned 
that the Commander was at that time giving his second 
address of the night. 

The three men walked up the front stairs to the 
second floor of the building where the entrance to the 
auditorium was located. There were a number of anti -Nazi, 
and anti-American Nazism Party, and anti -ROCKWELL signs 
around, though none of them were of a vicious nature and none 
used obscene language. 


A large number of students were noted milling around 
outside the entrance to the auditorium, and the small square 
of floor space formed by the stairs, one wall and the front of - 
the building were several students in a small group. These 
students were giving all of the others rather hard stares, 
because oftiheir interest in hearing Commander ROnKWF.T.T.

He advised them that he did not know how many persons 
were in the auditorium listening to the Commander's speech, 
but that it was over filled and that he might have to make a 
second speech. This man said that he did not know what the 
seating capacity was, or how many there were in the auditorium 
at that time , He did say however that the attendance was more 
than what he had expected and that he hoped that nothing would 
happen, because he feared that a great many of the people there 
would never get out.

Under questioning he said that the Commander was getting a 
■rather mixed reaction from the students , He also, said that 
the attendance was much- heavier than what they thought 
it would be,' He said that the -speech began at 8s00 p,m, 
and that the students had begun taking seats as early as 5s 30 
to hear him. 

This man said that Commander ROCKWELL was getting 
across some of his statements 'to the students , aid that a great 
deal of what he was saying was' evidently being listened to 
rather attentively if not being believed.

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The audience was showing a strong and definitely mixed 
reaction to the speech. Some of the students were laughing at 
him, and making pointed remarks regarding some of his 
statements, and others seemed to have the attitude that the 
whole thing was a joke. Others were definitely listening to 
what he was saying. However., regardless of their attitudes 
in general, one thing appeared rather obvious and that was that 
they were all listening to him. ‘ 
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He reached a point in his speech where he was talking 
of persons that would challenge his remarks and degrade his 
speeches or statements, He said that these people talked 
only after he had left a school or wherever it was that he had 
given his speeche, He stated that none would challenge him 
to an open debate on the subject on which he was speaking. 

At that point one of the professors of the university 
stepped onto the stage and in" the midst of thunderous applause 
and cheering, introduced himself to Commander ROCKWELL and 
challenged him to a debate. 

Commander ROCKWELL accepted the challenge, His 
main theme of his speech that evening was that Communism is 
Jewish, The professor smiled and asked if he would like to talk 
on the Ideals of Americanism, There was more cheering and 
applause to this. Commander ROCKWELL remained completely 
adamant. He said that his topic was on a certain subject, and 
that he was more than willing to debate on that subject, and 
on that subject alone , and that he would not be sidetracked. 

He also said that he was willing to return to the school if 
so desired at a future date and debate on any subject. He 
told the audience that if he could be proven wrong he would 
openly admit it, but that he did not think this would occur. 

In his continued talking about communism being 
Jewish, he mentioned the spies ROSENBERG and the professor 
cut in at that time with a nice piece of timing and. 'stated 
that the judge that had sentenced them was also Jewish, 

This brought a loud round of applause and some cheering. 

Commander ROCKWELL agreed to this and stated that 
a former member of his own organization, and a member of the 
Ku Klux Klan, DAN BURROUGHS, had also been a Jew and that he 
had been driven to suicide by Jewish persecution. 

There was another interruption when one of the 
students walked onto the stage and announced' that there was 
a 10? 30 p,m. curfew forthe women at the university, and 
that since they were using the Women’s Auditorium, that the 
speech would have to end and that the building would have to 
be cleared to follow the curfew. 

There was a good deal of objection raised ty this 
from the students themselves. 
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The speech was stopped for a time while the Commander 
was trying to restore order and announce that he had no 
intention of breaking any university rules. This caused a 
break of several minutes in the speech. It was finally announced 
that the speech would be allowed to continue and that the 
curfew would be waived for that night. 

This was another of the many interruptions which 
Commander ROCKWELL had to contend on this particular evening. 

It was learned later that there were several more during his 
first speech of the evening. 

After the announcement. Commander ROCKWELL extended 
his thanks to those responsible and continued his speech. 

One of the young women students in the group 
backstage remarked that she was very glad that someone had 
enough sense to lif-4 the curfew. She stated that she had 
regarded it as being ridiculous for quite some time and that 
she intended to take the matter up with the Student Government 
in the very near future. 

She was in the company of a young man, both of whom 
were taking notes during the speech, and who, judging from 
their conversations were either part of a committee taking 
notes on the speech or were with the school newspaper. 

Both of them were wearing the Star of David drawn 
on a piece of yellow paper pinned to the front of their clothing. 
As they got ready to leave, the young man unpinned his and 
put on his topcoat, and asked the young lady if she was going 
to pin hers onto her coat. She something about don 5 1 be 
silly, yanked hers from the front of her blouse and dropped 
it onto the floor. The young man laughed, rolled his into a 
ball and followed suit. They then left the backstage area 
together.

In Lis book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American

ists (ANP n WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that Qeorge Lincoln 
Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied fqr the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 19£2 
Virginia Assembly which prohitits use of "Nazi" or ’’National 
Socialism” in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell’s party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginfaas the George Lincoln, Rockwell party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source adyised that the ANP -r 
WUFRNS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National- Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi party, 
headed by A^plf Hitfer. He added that Rockwell fs the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line 
qf hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper ’s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselyes Lnown to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third , "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly --won masses." 
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On September 16, 1965, the source advised that George 
Lincoln Rockwell believes he has cpmpleted the first three phases 
ip his struggle fpr power and is pow fntq the fourth stage, to 
wit, fhe r, atta,inment of power through the votes of the newly-rWph 
masses." The source stated Rockwell believes this because of bis 
success ip gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1905, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

The aims and purposes pf the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet include the following; "To disseminate 
the. truth, to combat untrufh; to publish and distribute factual 
information which the United §tates mass media suppresses. In 
general, to contribute to foundations ..for 1 peace, friendship, 
and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people.” The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans tp accomplish these aims: "By 

pacing of informational bulletins; organising public meetings 
and forums; providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings 
of interested organisations , placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions r.ea3,ly are."

This advertisement announced the formation 
Of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about ^evolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United Staten 
Senate Internal Security Su bcommittee on January 10. 1961 .

IV. The use of an individual as a symbol of an entire group or 
organization, for purposes of retaliation against the specific 
group, which for one reason or another cannot be taken against 
the group itself. This position places collective responsibility 
on the head of one individual, who has no defense. 

V. The use of mental and physical torture against the individual 
so as to induce in him a feeling that he is guilty through 
advance punishment, before his public exposure in the courtroom. 
This method of breaking down the will and personal integrity 

of the individual before trial leaves the accused with no 
defense. 

VI. The use of intensive public accusations in the media of 
communication, i.e. pre-trial by the press, radio, and TV 
commentaries. This one-sided preparation of the public mind 

for the coming trial again leaves the individual with no defense. 

VII. The use of the 'panem et circenses’, the circus environment 

of the Roman Coliseum. The accused is denied dignity by being 
publically displayed in a glass cage, as in the case of Adolf 
Eichmann in Israel. Manufactured audience disturbances are 
created during the 'trial* process so as to whip-up the feelings 
of all participants against the individual ,who again has no 
defense. 

And so, after centuries of burial, the Pandora’s box of barbarism 
has been opened by those who have the most to lose and the least to 
gain by this revival of the Lex Tallonls. And, this is characteristic 
of the JEWISH CONSENSUS in its short-sightedness and lack of historical 
perspective for self-survival. 

It is significant that the JEWISH CONSENSUS suffers certain, specific, 
deficiencies as herein outlined, and they can be accounted/for by 
analogy (the unceasing, suicidal attack against the hostj/with the 
behavior patterns of parasites as known and observed in ■pie insect, 
plant, and animal worlds. 


The 'true understanding of the JEWISH CONSENSUS must begin with the 
scientific study of parasitism.

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The Nuremberg- 'trials’, resulting in the 'hangman's justice' 
of Judge Kichael A. Musmanno of the post-World War II period, 
was recently followed by the kidnapping and 'trial'. of Adolf 
Eichmann in Israel. 

Today, the 'chickens of retaliation' have come home to roost. 
Captured American airmen have been accused as 'war criminals', 
and paraded before the howling mobs of North Vietnam. The 
Statute of Nuremberg is unequivocal about this matter. According 
to its Article 8, the fact that the accused has acted in 
accordance with the orders of his government or his superior 
does not clear him of responsibility. It follows that these 
captured airmen have no right to benefit by the Geneva Convention 
of August 12, 1949, on P.O.W.'s, because they are not prisoners 
of war but actually criminals. 

How could this perversion of basic law come about? 

Let us examine the behavior of the JEWISH POWER STRUCTURE. 

The ancient law of retaliation of Roman jurisprudence, the 
Lex Tallonls . was revived by the world-wide JEWISH CONSENSUS 
immediately after World War II. With delib$ate malice, the 
American occupation authorities executed the legitimate German 
government leaders, while permitting negro savages to murder, 
loot, and rape the defenseless inhabitants in an orgy of revenge, 
under the direct command of General Eisenhower.

To summarize, the Nuremberg 'trials' produced the following 
specific 'precedents' for future application by victors bent 
upon revenge:

advised 'that NELSEN has 

often expressed himself to be a racist to the point of 
being psychotic. Source explained that when NELSEN 
"takes off" on his .anti-Jewish and anti-Negro tirades, 
he becomes pale, white, highly excitable, nervous, shakes 
and shows evidence of uncontrollable facial contortions. 
Further, source advised he has seen a loaded .357 magnum 
revolver and a 5" dagger in NELSEN* s possession and 
learned from conversation with NELSEN that he carries 
these weapons in his briefcase and has the briefcase 
with him at all times.

receive training in the use of small arms, bombing and the : 
inciting of race riots looking toward the day when the "organ- 
ization" takes over. Source considers NELSEN to be a psychopath 
in that as NELSEN puts it, "When the day comes there will 
be mass murder and the shooting down of people in front 
of places like Roosevelt University." According to source, 
NELSEN lives in the past, believing that the best era was the 
1920's when organized crime was dominent. NELSEN has 
mentioned his awareness of "plastico" a dough explosive

Source stated that concerning the plans of MAX 
NELSEN to set up a foreign organization arid his anticipated 
plan to travel never materialized and was not followed through 
by NELSEN. Source indicated to his knowledge NELSEN has had no 
foreign travel in connection with the above.

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Interviews of MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN 

On January 13, 1961, MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN was 
interviewed by Agents of the FBI and advised in 
part as follows: , 

NELSON stated he was a specialist in 
Jewish problems and was the manager of M&N Associates, Post 
Office Box 1785, Chicago 90, Illinois, adding that 
EUSTACE MULLINS was the director of M&N Associates. He 
stated that M&N Associates published in November, 1958, "The 
Atlanta Report", idiich set forth the view s of MULLINS and himself 
and disproved the "frame-up" of the four or five boys 
arrested in connection with the bombing of the temple in 
Atlanta, Georgia. He added that all of these boys were 
members of the Nationalist States Rights Party (NSRP) of 
which he also is a member* 

Concerning the NSRP, NELSEN stated this Party 
consisted of individuals whom he described as a "hybrid 
type of Nazis". He stated the work of the NSRP was 
almost over and as to show how this was true, commented 
on the fact that the NSRP was responsible for President 
Elect KENNEDY getting less than 50% of the total popular 
votes in the recent national election. He stated the 
NSRP is the third largest political party in the United 
States and polled over 200,000 votes in the nine states 
in tfiich the NSRP and its affiliates were on the ballot. 

In some states he stated this Party was listed as the 
States Rights Party, however, the NSRP assisted them with 
both literature and propaganda. The purpose was to create a 
"theoretical basis of a racist nationalist state". 

NELSEN commented in regard to the bombings of 
the Jewish temples no "non-Jew" was ever convicte4 of 
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such a bombing and "no Jew" was ever injured in any of 
these bombings, reiterating that these bombings were a 
"fund raising gimmick"; that since the Jewish race in the 
United States was not persecuted from without, it was 
persecuted from within, that is self-created persecution in 
order to keep its members in line, create sympathy for the Jewish 
religion and raise funds. 

Pertaining to the NSRP, NELSEN stated there is no 
rigid organization; that it is an informal organization, 
and holds conventions when the need arises, at which con- 
ventions officers are elected and that conventions are 
held approximately twice a year. He stated the last 
NSRP convention was held in Chattanooga, Tennessee, a 
week after the last national e'- ec t ion and although he was not 
present, he was represented at this convention. He 
declined to state where the NSRP funds come from, stating this 
was "top secret". 

NELSEN stated that the feeling of the NSRP concerning 
the. Jewish people was that they are not a religion but were 
a race. He stated that those of the Jewish race were not 
included as Caucasians and were parasites. He stated 
the Jewish people on the beaches at Tel Aviv were being financed 
by the Jewish people in Chicago. 

He stated the Jewish people raise money by such 
things as the Atlanta bombing, adding that the rabbi in 
Atlanta, Georgia, had to publicly ask the people to stop sending 
money as they had raised in excess of $200,000 after the 
bombing. 


NELSEN likened the NSRP to the Black Dragon 
Society in Japan and stated that he felt the 
NSRP would gain national recognition in the United States 
within the next ten years. He described NSRP members as "native 
American racial nationalists". 
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EUSTACE MULLINS , mentioned above, is described 
hereinafter; 

5, 1965, NELSEN was also interviewed by 

KrifcrS ° f the FBI and at this occasion advised in part that he, 

NLLSEN, was the only manager of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety, M. NELSON* P.0. Box 1785, Chicago, 

Illinois. He is the sole subscriber to P.0. Box 

1785 and has been for several years. This interview was 

the recei P t b y the then Attorney Genera^ NICHOLAS 
KATZENBACK of a copy of a pamphlet of the Sam Adams Committee 
of Public Safety. 

. , , . , He also sta ted he wrote the pamphlet '‘Build a White America" 

and had about 1,000 copies printed, most of which he inserted in 
envelopes he personally addressed by hand and mailed. He estimated 
about 750 pamphlets were distributed in the United States and the 
remainder abroad, mostly in Germany. He has no listing of the 
persons or organizations to idiom he mailed the pamphlet; On numerous 
occasions, he would read in newspapers arid magazines about an 
individual or organization and would mail a copy of the 
pamphlet to that individual or organization. 


He described himself as an intellectual Nazi genius 
with an intdligence quotient of 155 inasmuch as he has two college 
degrees. He claimed to be one of the few true Nazis in the 
United States, noting that his wife's grandfather was one of the 
original members of the Nazi party in Germany. 

Of the pamphlets he mailed to Germany, most of them were 
sent to friends who were former members of the SS. Among his good 
friends in the United States is GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, head 
of the American Nazi Party. 

He also described himself as a Nazi theoretician who has 
been working for more than twenty years promulgating Nazi principles. 

He wrote the pamphlet as an expression of his 
viewpoints about human relations. He distributed the 
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pamphlets to those he considered as his friends for their 
information and to those he considered as his enemies so 
they would be warned of his intellectual ability. He is 
the type of individual who, if he sees a fire in the mind 
of his enemies, will throw intellectual gasoline on the 
fire to promulgate his viewpoint. 

NELSEN said he is not a man of physical violence and has 
never been arrested for any reason. The Central 
Intelligence Agency, the FBI, the Postal Inspectors and 
numerous other Federal agencies have extensive records 
concerning his activities over the past twenty 
years > and a review of these records will show he is a 
man of intellectual violence asopposed to physical 
violence.* M2LS.EN said he hcped hewouM be arrested by Federal aathariti.es so 
he would benefit from the publicity .

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In April, 1961, MAX NELSEN contacted the Chicago 
Police Department and identified hinself as being 
employed and resic|ihg in the Chicago area, and stated he is 
affiliated wifti the National States Rights Party, which is 
headquartered in Birmingham, Alabama. NELSEN added 
that he handles functional propaganda for the Party. 

NELSEN stated that he wrote the NSRP program and 
added that the Party dealt only with legal politics. 

He stated his main activity with the NSRP is to attack 
Communism, communist organizations and 
individuals, especially in the Chicago area.

A second and third source advised in December, 1966, 
that a directive was received from the National Readqnarters 
in Arlington, Virginia , by the Chicago Unit of the ANP, 1314 
West Ohio Street, during December, 1966, advisfng that the. 
official name of the organization beginning January, 1967, 
would be National Socialist White People’s Party (RSWpP), 

Thp second source advised on July 14, 1967, that the

On September 8, 1967, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon the 
concept of an international "National Socialist" movement, as 
espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP-WUFENS supports and follows the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and communists, through speeches, published 
literature, demonstrations and publicity -seeking devices for the 
purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political party within 
the United States and in foreign countries. 


"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organiza- 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered organi- 
zation. As of January 1, 1967, the official name of this organi- 
zation was .changed to "National Socialist White People’s Party," 
according to Commander ROCKWELL. 


On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern Virginia

located at the NSRP National Bookshop at 2937 North Western 

Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. The Chicago branch of the NSRP 

was officially opened on Dece mber 29, 1965-, when l

held at 2237 North Western Avenue , Chicago . 

The above source also advised that the National 
Office of the NSRP is located at Augusta, Georgia, and the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the 
National Office of the NSRP. The Chicago branch of the NSRP 
believes that there should not be race mixing between whites 
and Negroes and that Negroes in the United States by conduct- 
ing demonstrations and causing riots are causing a breakdown 
of law and order in the United States. The NSRP believes that 
the Jews and the Negroes should be exposed in their attempts 
to have integration between whites and Negroes. 

A second source advised on January 17, 1967, the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP was bankrupt and unable to pay 
rent for premises at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. This 
source advised on March 3, 1967, Chicago branch NSRP vacated 
premises at 2237 North Western Avenue and ceased to function 
as an organization on March 1, 1967. On March 1, 1967, 
according to source, members agreed to remain in contact with 
each other until such time as they could reorganize NSRP at 
Chicago. 


Qn July 12, 1967, the second source advised the NSRP 
does not have a headquarters at Chicago; however, members have 
maintained contact with each other and plan to reactivate the 
group if civil rights demonstrations commence in Chicago, 





On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organised at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10,1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont, " a newspaper of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party." 
According to the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race 


The July, 1958, issue -of "The Thunderbolt, " self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National* States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters” had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party, ” with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organisations and notorious 
anti-Semites.

as an anti -communist organization. 
ROCKWELL said FAN was organized in September, 1960, 
and it is a separate and distinct group from ANP, but 
members of FAN are "frustrated Nazis" who do not like to 
wear the swastika or be associated with the principles of 
ADOLPH HITLER. 


ROCKWELL stated individuals have expressed 
an interest in the FAN and since FAN is in consort with and 
guided by the ANP, these individuals soon realize the use 
of the swastika is the best method in getting recognition 
in tl\eir fight against communism. Soon these individuals 
join the ANP, ROCKWELL said.
